Hawkins leads 
HPE ceremony

The Health and Physical Educa¬ 
tion Center was dedicated Sunday in 
a ceremony led by TJC President 
Dr. Raymond Hawkins. More than 
200 students, faculty and Tyler 
citizens attended. 

Architect Carroll Sinclair certified 
the 74,338 square foot building as 
meeting specifications and TJC 
Board President Dr. Jim M. Vaughn 
said, “I hearby accept this fine 
building for the health and physical 
education of TJC.” 

In dedicating the building, 
Hawkins announced that the gym¬ 
nasium portion will be named in 
honor of the late Brady P. Gentry. 

Gentry, who died in 1966, left a 
trust fund of scholarships for 
athletes, Apache Band and Apache 
Belles. Part of his gift has funded a 
Dean’s Scholarship. 

A bronze plaque will be attached 
to the gym bearing Gentry’s name. 

Hawkins called attention to a 


pressed ‘‘thanks for naming the gym 
for Gentry.” 

Students and staff led small groups 
on tours of the building. 

Several groups, including the 
Robert E. Lee High School Diving 
Team, were on hand to demonstrate 
equipment and facilities. 

Dr. Charles Siburt, Glenwood 
Church of Christ minister, gave the 
invocation. 

Hawkins introduced the Facility 
Advisory Committee and the Sub¬ 
committee members. 

The building contains 10 racquet- 
ball courts. Two are exhibition 
courts with protective glass viewing 
shields. 

The largest space is the gym. The 
carpeted surface is marked for a 
main basketball courts, three 
volleyball courts or two tennis 
courts. 

On the second level is a one-tenth 
mile track for running or walking.

The collection of 
tapes she has given to TJC chronicles 
that career. 

McClendon was honored for her 
contribution to TJC of audio and 
videotapes of her news interviews.

Vaughn presented her plaque and 
two photographs from TJC.

profession of journalism is a public 
trust,” said McClendon, quoting her 
long ago University of Missouri 
dean.

overseas products should also be 
concerns today. 

‘‘Nothing happens by chance,” 
McClendon said about current pro¬ 
blems. With technology advancing 
so quickly, McClendon said, educa¬ 
tion policy is important. Quoting 
Bobby Inman, McClendon said, 
“We can’t afford anymore 
dropouts.” 

“I wouldn’t have had the oppor¬ 
tunity to go to college if it wasn’t for 
TJC,” said McClendon. 

“I want the young people to step 
out on their own. They as individuals 
can help change the government,” 
she said. 

McClendon’s first job was at Tyler 
Courier Times and Tyler Morning

Texas’ first Vietnam memorial 
statue will be presented by 
AMVETS Post 68 at 11 a.m. May 
16 in Harvey Hall. 

“There will also be an arts and 
crafts bazaar as well as a huge 
garage sale sponsored by AMVET 
families and friends,” said TJC stu¬ 
dent Rhonda Isham. She is married 
to AMVETS Post Commander Jim¬ 
my L. Isham. 

Isham, in her third year at TJC, 
is working toward an associate of 
arts degree in teacher education. 

Harvey Hall, located on the East 
Texas Fairgrounds, will open at 9 
a.m. and activities will continue un¬ 
til 7 p.m. Admission is $1 for those 
over 12. Children 11 and under will 
be admitted free, Isham said. 

Proceeds from the function will go 
toward the purchase of land and 
building a Veterans’ Museum for 
Smith County as well as a post home 
for the “Forgotten Warriors” of 
Smith County.

Director David Crawford and the 
cast and crew made the audience feel 
as if they were sitting in Betty 
Meek’s front yard. 

The talented cast all deserve a

tion and energy displayed in making 
the play a hit. 

The show moved fast except for 
a short lull in the middle where 
Catherine (played by Melanie Hen- 
ske) put a damper on things with her 


incessant whining. The girl could 
whine! 

Betty Meeks (Robyn Hart) kept 
the crowd holding their sides and 
wiping at their eyes with her 
hilarious Southern mannerisms and 
her tendency to scream every word.

The play opens with Sgt. Froggy 
LeSueur (Mike Easterlin) delivering 
his friend to Betty’s lodge. Com¬ 
plications soon arise. Froggy’s 
friend, Charlie Baker (Scott Pierce) 
is extremely shy and self-conscious. 


To protect him, Froggy tells Betty 
that Charlie can’t speak any English 
and they should not speak to him for 
the three days he must remain at the 
Lodge. 

What ensues is Charlie overhear¬ 
ing a conspiracy to evict Betty from 
the Lodge and turn it into head¬ 
quarters of the Invisible Empire. 

The blossoming friendship bet¬ 
ween Betty, Charlie, Catherine and 
Ellard (David Martin) bring a warm 
feeling to the heart and promises a 
happy ending. 

The bad guys, the Rev. David 
Marshall Lee (Scott Carpenter) and 
Owen Musser (Jeff Hargrave), were 
so typical of “good ole boys” who 
hate anyone who isn’t white. These 
are bad guys we love to hate. 

In the end, justice prevails. The 
Klan is run off, Ellard gets his in¬ 
heritance, the Rev. Lee gets the 
boot, Charlie gets the girl and Betty 
keeps the Lodge. 

Crawford said his father once told 
him he only liked plays that didn’t 
make him think. 

I bet the senior Crawford found 
this a delight, a perfect ending to the 
drama season.

During the fall I realized I was not 
pleased with the direction my life 
was taking. I considered that I should 
perhaps return to college. I had very 
little going for me in college hours 
previously earned, money or time, 
but I pursued the idea anyway. 

In the spring of 1974 I had attend¬ 
ed Richland Junior College, but had 
no plans or even the vaguest idea of 
why I was there. 

I took only courses I knew I would 
have to have to get any sort of 
degree. I studied half-heartedly and 
my grades showed it. 

As the time to register began to 
draw near, I started having second 
thoughts. I had not attended school 
for 13 years, I had many respon- 
siblities and I feared the burden on 
my parents would be too great. As 
I began voicing these doubts, word

Marti , an art major from Dallas , 
spent 10 years in search of her 
dream. She first attended Austin 
College in Sherman and finished her 
degree at the University of Texas at 
Dallas. 

Marti was quick to respond to my 
feelings of doubt. Her lectures to me 
about continuing my education were 
swift and persuasive. 

“Time, dedication and 
perseverance are the ways to a 
degree,” she told me. “That was the 
only way I reached my goal.” 

“At times you might wonder what 
getting a degree will accomplish. 
Maybe there is something you could 
do, something less time consuming, 
less costly,” she said. 

The idea of ‘ ‘you getting what you 
pay for” ran through my head. 

“Going to school allows yourself 
the chance to develop your 
abilities,” she said. “Under what 


circumstances would you allow so¬ 
meone to rob you of this opportuni¬ 
ty? Would you rob yourself? For 
what? Time? Money?” 

I remember Marti’s first art ex¬ 
hibit at UT Dallas. She literally 
glowed as she talked to people about 
her work. 

“That was an exciting experience 
and a moment of self-satisfaction 
brought on by years of hard work, 
committment and sacrifice,” she 
said. 

“If a degree is what you are after, 
then want it, really want it and it will 
happen,” Marti told me. 

“Anything that happens begins 
with an idea, grows into a dream and 
then becomes a goal that can be 
planned for, step by step,” she 
encouraged. 

“Believe in a solid image or goal, 
a real want. This may be all that is 
needed for that goal to be realized!’

To the Editor: 

This is in response to Residential Life Director John 
Smith’s recent letter regarding the triteness of the term 
“dormitory” and your preference of the words 
“residence hall.” This preference was based on the 
idea that such residential facilities have deviated from 
“a roof, a bed, and a substitute mother” and have 
evolved into halls providing students with more per¬ 
sonal freedoms and services. 

While conditions have improved from early 60’s, 
which should be expected, I find it difficult to agree 
that students are blessed with personal freedoms while 
living within these facilities. Any person wishing to 
visit a member of the opposite sex living on campus 
is apparently thought of as doing so for immoral pur¬

The PPST is given at most upper level in¬ 
stitutions having an education program. Test 
cost depends on the number of tests the stu¬ 
dent takes. It will cost $33 to take all tests at

Telegraph. Her first assignment was 
to get Tyler a good hospital, she 
said. The end result was Medical 
Center Hospital, which had to open 
its doors a day early because of the 
New London school explosion. 

McLendon also talked about solu¬ 
tions for decent health care for the 
not-so-rich. “The rich get good care 
and the poor do not. The elderly are 
losing their homes to pay bills for 
medical care, and 37 million 
Americans can’t get hospital care 
because they don’t have insurance.’’ 

Most of the street people are 
homeless because of the Federal 
Government. The mentally ill, when

they get out of the hospital, they go 
right to the street. We need halfway 
houses,” said McClendon. 

Another problem is poor women 
raising children by themselves. 
“Women make 52 cents to 60 cents 
an hour less than men. One out of 
every four children is poverty 
stricken,” said McClendon.
